WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Friday the 18th witnessed the first normally warm day 
experienced in the past two weeks or more, in this section, 
though other tomato canning sections report a continuance of 
the near-frost, heavy morning dew style. In fact the early 
part of the week seemed to give certain evidence of the early 
approach of. frost in this Tri-state section, and as a fact in 
the low-lying cranberry bogs of New Jersey heavy frost has 
been felt, and from further up in the northeast severe cold 
weather has been reported and even snows. But these are the 
extremes and have no influence upon the present tomato crop, 
except in so far as they may indicate an early closing up of the 
season. The past week, in all tomato canning sections, east 
and west, must be written down as favorable to the crop and 
the canners have been making the most of their opportunities. 
Not a few sections have been in the midst of a glut, notably 
the section of New Jersey in and around Bridgeton, the heart 
of the tomato canning region of that State. No one, however, 
seems to consider this glut in the light of former ones, but 
rather as lacking the appearance of continuing. They all 
segm to think, both canners and growers, that it is somewhat 
of a last dying effort of the tomato vines ,and that after this 
week the amount of receipts will gradually fall off to nothing. 
If they are correct in this supposition, considering the late 
start made by all tomato canners, the situation is serious. It 
would mean a season of not more than three to four weeks 
in place of a normal season of from six weeks to two months, 
and there are no factories able to produce a full, normal pack 
on half time. If the present warm spell follows the usual 
trend of the weather during this entire year, it will last about 
two weeks, and this will mean much to the canners, even 
though the crop is not heavy on the vines. There is no way 
under the sun by which anyone can guess the antics of a to- 
mato vine, neither grower nor packer being able to forecast 
the outcome with any assurance. Jobbers should realize this 
and not accuse the canners of deliberately falsifying condi- 
tions, when the results turn out differently to all early ap- 
pearances and promises. 

For intasnce, all interests, canners, growers and brokers 
in Harford County are a unit in saying that so far the pack 
has been most unsatisfactory and that no canneries have had 
full runs; Virginia is in the same conditions, but if anything 
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worse off, a great many of the canneries not being able to 
open at all; on the Peninsula, writing under date of September 
17th the Farmers’ Canning Co., of Preston, Md., say: “Our 
tomato acreage is 75 per cent. of last year’s, and the crop is 
in fair condition. Our tomatoes on heavy land are large and 
of good quality, on light land poor and small.’”’ In some sec- 
tions of the Peninsula they have had a glut this week, and 
not far off they have not been able to run the factory full 
time. From Nauvoo, Ill., under date of September 16th the 
Nauvoo Canning Co., write: “Tomatoes will not be more than 
35 per cent. of a crop, for while the plants had a good start 
before the hot, dry weather, the drouth prevented them from 
blossoming and forming sets. Our prospects are very poor.” 
One section of Indiana gives every evidence of not getting 
more than 50 per cent. of a crop and pack, while another sec- 
tion, in one instance at least, expects a crop and pack above 
the normal. These conditions are real, and not imaginary, 
and are truthfully recorded by the writers; but if warm, favor- 
able weather should prevail until towards the end of October 
the results would of necessity change. 


The tomatoes, however, that are being packed now are 
costing the canners more money than the market is offering for 
them, for in the piece-of-day work that has been the rule 
rather than the exception, it costs more than 75c per dozen to 
pack tomatoes. There is no future contingency about this 
and in the light of poor prospects ahead of them the can- 
ners are acting wisely to refuse to consider any business at 
present figures. 


Tomatoes may duplicate the results of corn, wherein the 
jobbers now find themselves caught and unable to get the 
quantities of fine goods which they need for their private 
labels, and which they would not buy before because they 
were certain the pack would be large. With 75c. as basic cost 
price of canned tomatoes ,the jobber who will not buy at 77% 
to 80c is unreasonable, and the packer who will sell at such 
prices is equally so, but from a directly opposite reason. The 
jobber who buys at such prices practically takes no chances, 
and the canner who sells forfeits a very bright future. Wise 
tomato canners are refusing any business under 80c for No. 3 
standards; 60c for No. 2 standard ,and $2.40 for No. 10s. But 
rumor makes much of any weak canner who has to sell at prices 
below these. Business has been about upon the same basis 
as last week, quite a good volume, but withal a spirit of care- 
fulness and conservatism. 

The condition in corn has not changed materially, but if 
at all for the better. The pack is practically over, but canners 
are more concerned in filling their future contracts than in 
trying to unload any surplus. The question is: Is there any 
surplus? Until this is more clearly known activity in the mar- 
ket will be lacking, except for the belated buyers, who are 
trying to get fine quality for their own labels and cannot find 
it. Time can only add strength to the corn market. 

The trend of the times is seen in the salmon market. 
The pack this season is larger and better than expected, but 
not being one of the four-cycle years could not be expected to 
equal last season’s. Yet in spite of prices much higher than 
last year’s, it is now apparent that the salmon pack has been 
sold up. Prices were named only the first of the month, and 
it was said but little business was done up to that time as all 
waited for the event before closing. Now, in three weeks to see 
the market practically cleaned up is phenomenal, to say the 
least. It will not be surprising to see this duplicated in corn, 
and if the season is not extended until November ist on to- 
matoes ,as it was last season, we may see it in tomatoes also. 
All prospects seem to tend towards higher values in all canned 
foods, and the jobbers are fast becoming aware of this.

A NEW STANDARD FOR CONDENSED MILK PROPOSED 
AT THE SPECIAL MEETING OF THE MILK MEN. 


At the adournment of the special meeting of the milk 
canners’ division of the National Canners’ Association, held 
in Baltimore during the February Convention, it was decided 
to hold a mid-season meeting at a date to be decided upon 
later. This special meeting was called for Chicago at the 
Hotel La Salle, on September 8th, and was well attended. 

In the absence of Mr. Frank Van Camp, the first perma- 
nent chairman of this division, Mr. Charles T. Lee presided at 
the Baltimore meeting; but since that time Mr. Van Camp has 
resigned and Mr. Lee has left the industry, so that it was 
necessary to appoint a new chairman. This was done, and Mr. 


L. R. Hardenberg, of the Pacific Coast Condensed Milk Com- 
pany, is now chairman. 


The milk men’s interests are so different from those of 
canners of fruits and vegetables, that it was necessary to form 
a separate branch for the industry, this action being sanctioned 
at the last meeting of the executive committee in Washington; 
but the meetings are all under and subject to the National 
Canners’ Association. 


One of the direct objects. of this body has been to formu- 
late a standard by which all could be guided and which would 
be acceptible to the Bureau of Chemistry in the enforcement 
of the Pure Food Law. Much consideration has been given 
this subject in months past, and last fall a dicision was reached 
setting a standard at 25.5 solids, and 7.8 butter fat. All mem- 
bers of the association signified their intention of using this 
by signing the agreement drawn up for that purpose, and a 
special committee was appointed to visit Washington and lay 
the matter before the Board of Food and Drug Inspection, 
then in existence. They did this and the Government prom- 
ised to take the matter under consideration and report later. 
Though it had been hoped to have this in time for the Balti- 
more meeting, it was not forthcoming. 


Dr. Abbott, however, representing Dr. Alsberg, came to 
the Chicago meeting ready to report on the decision, and did 
so; but much to the surprise of all submitted new figures for 
the standard. In a lengthy explanation he said the decision of 
the committee charged with this work was that a standard 
calling for 26 per cent. solids, and 8 per cent. butter fat would 
be about right and acceptible to them, as such round figures, 
without the decimals, were easier handled and understood 
and more nearly approached the quality of imported milk, 
which was of a higher standard, as a rule, than that of most 
American manufacture. This raise, though slight, was not 
received with much enthusiasm by the meeting, and after con- 
siderable debate it was decided to re-affirm their old proposed 
standard and ask for a reconsideration. 

The next matter of general importance is the fixing of a 
uniform method of analysis so that all milk will be judged 
upon the same basis. All members of the association were 
asked last fall and again last February to supmit a complete 
detail of the method used, so that one common analysis might 
be evolved from the many. Dr. Bigelow ,of the National Can- 
ners’ Laboratory, was in charge of this, but was unable to 
report progress on this occasion, because not enough members 
had complied with the requests. In the absence of Dr. Bigelow 
Secretary F. E. Gorrell made the report and urged a more 
hearty co-operation. President W. C. Leitsch was also pres- 
ent to welcome the members and to urge better team work 
along. this line, pointing out the many benefits that would 
accrue. 

Many other matters were touched upon, such as the ad- 
vocacy of a tariff on imported condensed and evaporated milks, 
in fact this matter has been taken up with Washington; the 
advisability of a good publicity fund to counteract the many 
malicious attacks upon condensed and epvaorated milk, and 
an effort to have a meeting of the milk men at San Francisco 
during 1915. It was decided to meet with the National body 
in New York during the February Convention, and in the mean- 
time to urge all not now members of the National Association 
to join at once. 4

SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE IN 
CANNED GOODS.

The production of canned foods, especially of canned 


fruits has been steadily increasing in Brazil during the last 
few years. Formerly home production was limited almost 
wholly to the canning of pastes, such as ‘“‘guayabada,’’ made 
with sugar and the fruit guava, and ‘“‘marmelada,” a similar 
product made with the fruit ‘‘marmelo”’ or quince, but at pres- 
ent the canning or preserving of other domestic fruits, as the 
pineapple and ‘‘caju,’”’ is becoming extensive. 

Because of the high prices demanded in this market for 
foreign canned fruits, their consumption is very limited. Im- 
ported goods, usually in 2-pound cans, retail for about $1.17 
United States currency per can, and in bottles or glass jars, 
as cherries and jams, at about $1.98 United States currency 
per kilo (2.2406 pounds). 

The most popular foreign canned fruits are peaches, 
pears, apricots, and berries prepared as jams. Canned plums 
and cherries are but little known here, though dried fruits, 
principally from Spain and France ,are commonly served. 
Foreign canned fruits are consumed largely by foreign resi- 
dents and the wealthier Brazilian families. Domestic canned 
fruits are put up in half-kilo and kilo cans. 

Formerly large quantities of salmon were imported into 
Brazil in 50-pound barrels from the United States, but at 
present the demand is largely for English salmon imported in 
pound and 2-pound tin cans and retailing at $0.71 United 
States currency per pound. Large quantities of sardines in 
cans come from Norway and, to some extent, from France, 
Spain and Portugal. German prepared herring in cans and 
small wooden casks of about 5 to 10 pounds are sold in con- 
siderable quantities. Caviar comes from Russia and Germany. 
Canned lobster in 14-pound cans, retailing at $4.58 United 
States currency, comes from England. Althougn fresh shrimps 
are obtainable from local waters, canned shrimps in 4%4-pound 
cans, in eases of 24 cans, are introduced in appreciable quan- 
tities from the United States ,and retail at $0.647 United States 
currency per can. Importations of canned fish from Italy con- 
sist mostly of tunny fish put up in small cans and known as 
“atum.” 

American corned beef is imported in 2-pound cans in cases 
of 24 and retails at $1.13 United States currency per can. 


Frankfurter sausages in 2-pound cans are imported from Ger- 
many. In the southern part of Brazil ox tongues, one tongue 
to the can, are put up for European consumption. 

Jacob & Co.’s cream crackers or biscuits, imported from 
England find an extensive sale in Brazil. The 2-pound tins 
(net weight) sell at retail from $1.13 to $1.94 United States 
currency. American cocoa in %-pound and 1-pound cans is 
very popular. Baking powder in %-pound and 1-pound cans 
comes almost entirely from the United States. English jams 
in 1-pound cans, retailing at-$0.647 United States currency 
per can, are on sale in nearly all of the best grocery stores. 

Many of the large retail dealers in groceries import their 
American canned foods from the United States through New 
York commission houses. There are only a few wholesale 
dealers in groceries. Exporters to Brazil are advised to quote 
only prices f. o. b. New York or other port of lading, or c. i. f. 
Rio de Janeiro or other port of entry, in view of the character 
of the Brazilian customs tariff and peculiar tocal conditions 
affecting customs clearances. : 

Imported canned foods are subject to government inspec- 
tion, which often requires one can of every case. The cost of 
this inspection is $6.47 United States currency, which, added 
to the high rate of duty and retailers’ large profits, brings 
the cost of a can of peaches or pears, for example, to five or 
six times its cost in the United States. Besides customs duties 
and inspection ,canned foods, whether domestic or foreign, 
are subject to an internal revenue tax of $0.032 United States 
currency per can of 1 kilo (2.2046 pounds), paid in the case 
of imported foods at the time of customs clearance and repre- 
sented by stamps placed by the importer on the cans. 

Canned fruits from abroad are packed in wooden cases 
containing 2 dozen 2-pound cans to the case. Canned salmon 
usually comes in 1-pound cans in wooden cases of 4 dozen 
cans. Domestic canned fruits from the southern part of 
Brazil are put up in 1-kilo cans, 56 cans to the case. In the 
northern part of the country there are 72 cans to the case. 

Importers of canned foods, particularly of canned fruits, 
are generally given 90 days’ credit, and wholesale and retail 
dealers in domestic canned fruits receive from 40 to 60 days’ 
credit from local canning factories. 


PERNAMBUCO. 
By Consul P. Merrill Griffith. 

Canned foods, such as asparagus, potted meats, corned 
beef, tongue, sausages, sardines, preserved fruits, soda biscuits, 
sweet biscuits, sweet corn, tomatoes, pears, butter, etc., are 
imported into this city from the following countries in the order 
given: England, Germany, Portugal, France and the United 
States. Approximately 10 per cent of the total amount im- 
ported comes from the United States. 

The preference is for goods from Portugal; then follows 
those imported from England, Germany, France ,and, lastiy, 
the United States. This preference is not due to any prejudice 
or marked difference in the quality of the goods, but chiefly 
to the size of the different foreign colonies, the largest of 
which is Portuguese and the smallest, the American. 

American canned foods are ordered by merchants here 
almost exclusively through New York commission houses, 
who allow a credit of 90 days’ sight. The owner of one of 
the oldest wholesale and retail stores in this city states that 
travelers representing American canned foods concerns had 
never visited this city, or at least had never visited his store,

The grocery trade is controlled by Portuguese merchants. 
There are many large, attractive and conveniently arranged 
stores and the consumption of canned foods is considerable. 
A large quantity of the canned meats and butter is of domestic 
manufacture and comes chiefly from Rio de Janeiro, but prac- 
tically all of the remaining proportion of similarly prepared 
articles, as well as food stuffs, sea food, confections, wines and 
liquors, etc., is imported from Europe. 

I have personally, through the courtesy of the proprietors, 
inspected the stock of several of the largest stores in Pernam- 
buco and have discovered that the amount of American canned 
foods in proportion to the amount in stock is quite insignifi- 
cant. Many stores carry nothing at all; others only a small 
amount. 

These conditions ought to be changed. The greater por- 
tion of American canned foods is as attractive and as scien- 
tifically and hygienically prepared as any on the market and 
the quality, too, is a point of decided advantage. It seems 
as though such goods ought to be imported and sold through- 
out this country at prices that would enable them to compete 
successfully with any similar articles on the market, with the 
possible exception of those of domestic manufacture. 

The best way for American manufacturers to extend their 
trade in this line is to send out representatives who are ac- 
quainted with trade conditions, the customs and tastes of the 
people, and thoroughly familiar with the Portuguese language. 
If this be inconvenient, then recourse could be had to cata- 
logues printed in Portuguese and all weights, etc., stated in 
terms of the metric system.

SUGGESTED IMPROVEMENT IN CANNING GALLON 
APPLES. 


The Government Suggests Means of Improvement—Questions ;-. 


Asked. 


Mr. A. B. Ross, agriculturist in the Department of Farm 
Management, Field Studies and Demonstrations ,of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, writing from Schellburg, 
Pa., asks some very pertinent questions on the canning of 
apples, and makes a suggestion that apple canners will do well 
to follow. A more careful selection of the apples as to the 
texture of the flesh is absolutely necessary if an attractive 
article is expected. Mr. Ross’ letter and queries, which have 
been sent to canners, jobbers, bakers, etc., follow: 

Dear Sir: ; 

The usual No. 10 can of apples is filled with fruit of all 
varieties. The quality of each can depends on the apples being 
run when it is filled. There cannot be any uniformity. 

My own view is that, for better grades of pies, sauce, etc., 
and for restaurants and hotels serving a discriminating public, 
a clear distinction should be made; that fruit of “high quality” 
should be put up separately, each can being labelled with the 
variety it contains, and each can flatly guaranteed to contain 
only the variety named in its label. 

If a direct trade were built up between the producer and 
the bakeries, hotels and restaurants ,enough expense might be 
saved in cost of fancy labels, commissions and overhead ex- 
pense to put the finer grades of product on a flatly competitive 
basis with the present No. 10 can with its badly mixed contents. 

The high quality can would contain such varieties as 
Baldwin, Wagener, Johnathan, Spitzenberg, Greening, Spy, 
etc., each can, however ,containing a single variety. 


This would enable buyers to select varieties suitable for 
their particular business. 


Lower grades of fruit, such as Ben Davis, Stark, etc., could 
be put up in No. 10 cans, and sold at lower prices. 

I would be very glad to have your frank views and criti- 
cism of the foregoing; and, with a view to getting the facts in 


an orderly manner, enclose herewith a few questions, answer 
to which'I will very much appreciate. 

I enclose, for your reply, a franked envelope, which does 
not require a postage stamp. 

My own interst in this matter is, of course, not a financial 
one. I am simply seeking outlets for a great quantity of very 
fine fruit which regularly goes to waste under present condi- 
tions.

Q. Do you approve the plan of canning “high quality 
apples of each variety separately? 

Q. Would you prefer such “high quality’ apples in No. 
10 cans if you could buy them (guaranteed) at the same price 
as is charged for the No. 10 cans usually sold? 

Q. Could you use No. 10 cans of poorer quality (such as 
Ben Davis, Stark, etc.,) at a lower price than charged for the 
“high quality” product? 

Q. Could you use pure, old fashioned apple butter put 
up in No. 10 cans? 

Q. How much less PER DOZEN should be charged for 
No. 10 cans of poorer quality fruit than for “high quality?” 

Q. Could you handle unsweetened apple sauce of “high 
quality” fruit in No. 10 cans? 

Q. Would you prefer sweetened apple sauce in No. 10 
cans? 

Please note any suggestions that will help the producer to 


meet the needs of your business. Suggestions will be highly 
appreciated.”’ 


We know that Mr. Ross would be glad to hear from you 
in answer to these questions. 


EUROPEAN SARDINES. 


The sardine situation in London is reported by the London 
Grocers’ Gazette as follows: : 

Advices from France are to the effect that goods which 
had been prepared for shipment to this country as soon as 
communications opened have now been requisitioned by the 
French Government, and there is no news as to when ship- 
ments will be permitted. It is stated that all sailors belonging 
to the fishing fleet up to the age of 50 have been called up to 
join the French Navy, and it is consequently not expected that 
the catch of sardines can be of any importance for the rest of 
this season. Advices from Portugal state that the prohibition 
in regard to the export of sardines either has been or is about 
to be removed. It is stated that holders of stocks in Portugal 
have been required by the Portuguese Government to supply 
particulars of their holdings, and that in general the stocks 
are small. It is also stated that the factories in that country are 
undoubtedly in small compass. Prices for medium quality re- 
main reasonable, but this can hardly be expected to continue 
any length of time, unless the position changes very consider- 
ably by the packing of more goods and the resumption of 
shipping oportunities from Portugal to England. For some 
time the shipment of sardines from this country has been 
prohibited and the prohibition has only been removed during 
the latter end of this week. It only requires, therefore, that 
shipping opportunities for our colonies shall occur for the 
small stocks here to be seriously drawn upon. 


Sunnyside, Wash.—The New $12,000 cannery built here 
by R. I. and Leon McLaughlin has started operations and 


handled 100 tons of pears the first three days. There are 
100 employes and the payroll is over $1,000 weekly. The 
plant will can peaches, tomatoes, apples and vegetables until 
December. 


Mt. Carmel, Ill.—The Farmers Canning Co. has been in- 
corporated with a capital of $5,000. The incorporators are A. 
Benligmann, G. W. Combs and B. Spickermann.

CROP REPORTS. 


The condition of all crops as viewed by the canners 
—The acreage and present prospects—How the 
packs are progressing where the season has 
commenced. 


Kent County, Del., September 4, 1914. 
The Canning Trae: Our tomato acreage is about the 
same, but the crop is poor. This season 50 to 60 per cent. of 
the crop will be ripe all at once. The long hot spell has se- 
riously hurt the crop and there are practically no blossoms 
on the vines now. 
Oneia County, N. Y., September 3, 1914. 
The Canningi Trade: Our corn acreage is about the 
same as in former years ,and both the condition and prospects 
on this crop are now fair. 
Yellow Springs, Ohio, September 8, 1914. 
The Canning Trade:. Our corn acreage is 20 per cent. 
short of last year’s ,and last year’s was not over 50 per cent. 
of a normal one. Late corn is very short on account of the 
drouth, and prospects are for a very short pack. On an 
average we do not believe this section will produce over 50 
per cent. of a normal corn pack. 
YELLOW SPRINGS CANNING CO. 
Morgan County, Ind., September 4, 1914. 
The Canning Trade: There are packed here peas, corn, 
weather hurt all crops are the prospects now are poor indeed 
tomatoes, peaches, pumpkin and kraut, but the dry, hot 
for all lines. 
Ogden City, Utah.—Although the Utah Canning Co. is 
busy canning tomatoes ,the crop is 20 per cent. short of the 
estimate made in the early part of July. Very suddenly the 
plants started to wilt and dry up and a large percentage of 
the fields were affected in this way. Mr. Pierce, president of 
the Utah Canning Co., expects to call in an expert from the 
agricultural college to make an examination and determine 
what the trouble is. 
Thaxton, Va., September 14, 1914. 
The Canning Trade: Our tomato acreage was cut about 
40 per cent. and the crop is late. Due to the drouth about 
10 to 15 factories in this neighborhood will not run this season 
at all. HUDDLESTON CANNING CO. 


Kinsale, Va., September 15, 1914. 

The Canning Trade: After a two weeks’ drive through 
this tomato canning section the prospects seem pretty clear to 
me. Practically ali the canners say they will not have more 
than a half pack. The fruit at best is only fair and much of it 
very poor, small, cracked and hard to skin, and of course tak- 
ing more to fill the cans. Some of the factories are not run- 
ning at all; some have finished and none of them are running 
full time. If October is warm with no frosts until the end, 
the pack will be improved, but it has been very cool here this 
week ,and if it continues will undoubtedly result in early frost. 
Conditions in this part of Virginia are just about the same 
as found on the western shore of Maryland—the tomato crop 
is far from being made, and the outlook uncertain, unless you 
consider about half a normal crop as now in sight. 

Belair, Md., September 11, 1914. 

The Belair Aegis and Intelligencer, speaking of the Har- 
ford County tomato canning season says, under the above date: 

“Probably everybody who will can tomatoes in Harford 
this year now has his factory open, but it is again plain that 
few lines of business are so subject to the whims of fortune 
as tomato canning. After months of anxious waiting with no 
sales of futures and a market which guaranteed the packer 
little more than cost, several weeks ago the dull prospects re- 
sulting from continued dry weather forced the price up to 80 
cents for standard 3 pound goods, only to slump back to 72%

cents after the fine rains of ten days ago. Now, however, 
pickers find that the “set” of fruit from the blossoming was 
very poor and that much of the fruit now ripening is defective. 
But trouble about the later set comes with the present No- 
vember weather which is making fruit as well as little boys 
shrivel up fifty per cent. 

Instead of growing rapidly under the influence of warm 
moonlight nights the tiny fruit is barely escaping a frosty dress” 
and unless conditions rapidly change these marbles will ripen 
without much increase in size. Under these conditions the 
price has gradually worked back to 80 cents, and the next 
few weeks will fix this season’s fate of our packers.” 


Wayne County, N. Y., September 14, 1914. 

The Canning Trade: We are through with all crops with 
the exception of pears and apples. Pears are a very light 
crop, but the apple crop will be very large; in fact, the apple © 
situation looks bad from any angle looked at. 


Nablesville, Ind., September 14, 1914. 
The Canning Trade: Peas proved to be one-half a crop; 
corn has ‘turned out one-third a crop, and tomatoes are very 
late. The cold, wet weather is doing great damage, and un- 
less some warm, dry weather comes along soon there will not 
be half a crop of tomatoes. An early frost would do the 
business. STANDARD CANNING COMPANY. 
Western Shore of Michigan, September 14, 1914. 
The Canning Trade: Our crops of peas, corn and apples 
are good, in fact above the average. We have been fortunate. 
Crops are good. 


Eastern Shore of Michigan, September 14, 1914. 

The Canning Trade: Our tomato acreage is 5 per cent. 
above last year’s, and our bean acreage about the same, and 
both crops are in good condition. There are some reports of 
beans filling light, but we understand they are generally fair. 

Union City, Tenn., September 11, 1914. 

The Canning Trade: Both tomatoes and pumpkin are 
but 25 per cent. of a normal acreage owing to the hot, dry 
weather during May, June, July and August, and now there is 
too much rain and the crops are in bad condition. We will 
pack 3,000 cases of tomatoes. 

UNION CITY CANNING CO. 

Another writer from about the same section in Tennessee 
says that they will not pack 500 cases of tomatoes as thé 


early hot and dry weather practically ruined the tomato crop. 


Lebanon, Ohio, September 14, 1914. 

The Canning Trade: Our corn acreage was one-third 
targer than usual, or than last year, but we will not have over 
60 per cent. of a normal pack, owing to the dry, hot summer 
we have had. 

Toledo, Iowa, September 11, 1914. 

The Canning Trade: We are all through with our corn 
pack and from about the same acreage as usual we got but 
31,000 cases this season, all of it Country Gentleman corn. 

WEIR CANNING CO. 
oe Glenwood, Iowa, September 11, 1914. 

The Canning Trade: We pack only tomatoes and while 
we have put 80 per cent. of last year’s acreage, one-half of it 
is our own and it will more than make up the difference. The 
crop is fair, almost normal and the prospects very good. The 
excessive hot weather in July and August with no rain, made 
the crop ripen soft and a little prematurely; but we have re- 
cently had a good rain and we expect better stock as a result.

Conditions are, thererore, considerabiy vetter and improvement 
has developed a possibility which is well worth tne serious 
attention of those who must depend upon the tuture to obtamm 
supplies tor their regular trade. it may be pointed out, how- 
ever, that the total packs ot the ieading varieties, including 
tomatoes ,are not definiiely known and the propability of to- 
matoes developing very rapidly deters many trom taking 
hold ,who may become large buyers later. ‘ihe same observa- 
tion applies with equal force to corn. in the main the market 
has been more active and sales have been at full prices, with 
some obtaining a shade more for some portions of their stocke. 
Tomatoes—With a possibility that the supply may be 
somewhat reduced and the additional strengthening feature 
that Western buyers have come to this market to obtain goods 
during the week, holders have been stronger in their views 
and sales have been made nearer full outside quotations than 
at any previous time this season. ‘The situation is somewhat 
uncertain, but as far as can be seen the outiook seems to 
indicate that the movement of prices will be upward, though 
it is still possible to buy at previous range of values in some 
instances. No. 2 standards are held at 60c, with few offer- 
ing below that figure. No. 3s are still quoted at 80c, though 
77%c will buy in some instances. No. 10s are not active and 
$2.25 is about outside, though some holders are asking $2.30. 
New Jersey No. 10s are quoted at $2.50. Not much is doing 
excepting the unexpected orders from the West. Crop re- 
ports are conflicting, but they appear to show some improve- 
ment rather than otherwise. 
—The market is not especially active this week, but 
the price is firmly held and the tendency is upward in all 
instances. For Maine pack 72%a90c is quoted with almost 
nothing offered. Holders do not appear to be anxious sellers. 
The Maine packing season should end this week, but it 
is impossible to say what the pack will be. The crop has de- 
veloped fairly well of late and the principal reason for re- 
duction in output is the smaller acreage. The New York 
crop is not as large as expected, and the season is not quite 
over. Sharp frosts in some localities have put a stop to much 
canning. The situation remains unchanged, pending a more 
definite knowledge of the conditions which are likely to exist 
after the pack is ended. Southern stock is quiet, with sales 
made in small lots principally. Nothing has been heard from 
the West during the week, excepting that the stock on hand 
is relatively light and that the pack this year will probably 
be censiderably below the output last year. 
~Peas.—In general little change has been noted in peas. 
Sales have been made at about full prices, but in the main 
the situation remains unchanged. Holders are not anxious 
sellers and business is done principally in small lots. The 
market as a whole remains reasonably firm, though the 
tendency is no longer upward, even on the best grades. Me- 
dium and low prices stock is held firmly up to quotations and 
business is done chiefly in small lots, though sometimes a buyer 
takes’a liberal quantity. The output is considered barely suf- 
ficient to satisfy ordinary requirements of trade, but at pres- 
ent demand is too light to have it make very much difference. 

String Beans.—The market is still steady and the stock 
which is available is firmly held, though here and there a seller 
endeavors to secure business by offering reduced values. It 
is true that he doesn’t need to do it, though in some cases it 
is deemed advisable to do so. The market at present seems 
to be fairly well supplied and buyers are having little diffi- 
culty in obtaining what they want for present business. 
Asparagus—Very little business was reported during the 
week. In some instances buyers came into market and pur- 
chased for their needs for a short time in the future, but in 
general the market was dull and in some instances it ap- 
peared neglected. Plenty of stock is available, but few buyers

Sweet Potatoes.— ithe market retains its increased activity 
and supplies seem to be going out about as they were last 
week. rrices are unchanged, though the tendency is upwaru 
and buyers show a little more disposition to take hold. The 
output this year promises to be larger than last year. 

Spinach.— ihe pack is reported a little shorter than was 
anticipated this tall and the tendency of prices 1s rather up- 
ward than otmerwise, tnough no change nas been noted re- 
cently. Holders are generauy nrm in their views and refuse 
lo make concessions uniess for some speciai reason. ‘Ihe 
quality 1s very good. 

rruits.—ihe market is fairly active ,though it has de- 
clined a little in activity lately and business seems to be pro- 
ceeding upon a shade more conservative lines. Holders are 
nrm, nowever, and notwithstanding the causes which may 
seem to reduce demand they are hodling their stocks, are 
refusing to accept 1ower values. The pack promises to be of 
good quality ana large enough to satisty all requirements for 
the season. 

Peaches.—The demand for peaches leads all other classes 
of fruits and sales are made in increasing quantities where 
the holders will accept orders. At the same time considerable 
conservatism is present and the market hardly changes enough 
trom day to day to be noticeable. California pack appears to 
be wanted in relatively liberal quantities, though as this is 
written a slight slow down in orders is noted. Southern pack 
is held with confidence, but movement is light and sales are 
made chiefly to replenish broken stocks or to satisfy some spe- 
cial order. Movement is in small quantities, however, and very 
little is done that is of a character to rouse much enthusiasm. 

Apples.—The situation in State No. 10s remains un- 
changed and sales are made in small lots only. Movement is 
not active and the tendency is toward a slightly lower level 
it is said, though most holders are firm in their views and 
insist that prices shall not be shaded. Maryland pack is un- 
changed, but the price is in some instances a matter of nego- 
tiation. Western stock is quiet and movement is slow. Maine 
pack is scarcely mentioned. 

Pears.—No change of moment during the week, though 
sales have been made a shade lower values in some instances. 
In the main, however, holders are confident of their position 
and refuse to concede anything. The outlook does not indi- 
cate any important change at present. Buyers are taking 


.only small quantities and are very conservative in their op- 


erations. 

es.—Movement is limited to the lots that are re- 
quired for immediate satisfaction of orders. Very little buying 
is done for the future. The pack is light and the tendency 
of prices is upward when the buyer takes hold. 

ples.—The market is steady. Holders are asking 
a slightly higher price for some grades and sizes, but in the 
main the market remains unchanged and holders are waiting 
for future development to give them a line upon what they 
shall do. A sufficient quantity of all sorts is here to satisfy 


present needs and the market remains steady under these 
conditions. 
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Piums.—Movement is light, but all varieties are held 
firmiay ana the tenaency or prices seems to be to aavance a 
trine upon MOst wantea sorts. Conditions are Lavorapie 
to holaers and wne prospect ot increased business is promis- 
ing. 

Apricots.—The pack 1s about what was estimated, but a 
lighter gemand, due to tne tailing Ol in export trade at pres- 
eut Das resulted in a shade easier price on some varieties. But 
this Wlll speedily pass away, it is thought, and the situation 
wlll be substantially the same as it has been heretofore. ‘Lhe 
quality of the pack is the finest tor some years. 

Strawberries.—No change is reported. ‘Lhe supply is not 
heavy and the tendency is upward upon aii grades when 
wanted in any considerable quantity. ‘Trading is light and 
only tor present needs. 

Blackberries.—'Lhe market is steady, though demand is 
light. It 1s said that scarcely enough are held to fill orders 
and the supply everywhere is light. 

Raspberries.—No change is reported. ihe market is 
steady, and that is about ail that is said. Buyers are not 
taking hold, though here and there the market offers some 
chance of a seller disposing of stock at a higher price. 

Blueberries.— ‘ihe pack is light and the situation not yet 
tully developed. It looks as though the situation would bring 
about higher prices in all grades and all packs. Movement is 
small. 

Rhubarb.—Not much movement, but holders are firm in 
their views and the tendency of prices would be upward if 
any considerable demand began. 

Salmon.—The market is steady, though not much move- 
ment has been reported in this market 1n some grades, no- 
tably pinks, a shortage is said to have developed already and 
sales are somewhat restricted because of difficulty in obtain- 
ing stock. Columbia River rules high and movement is in 
small lots. Sockeye is steady, though movement is light. Red 
Alaska is wanted, but holders are a little conservative, and it 
is somewhat difficult to obtain large lots, even at outside prices. 
Chums are held firmly. Pinks are wanted and hard to find. 
Cohoes are steady. Movement is generally in small lots, though 
occasionally a buyer wants a large supply, and he finds some 
trouble in getting it. 

Leading packers are now holding ‘keyless 
quarter-oils at $3.50 and key cans at $3.75 f. o. b. Eastport, 
with no indication of reduction. A few packers are still fill- 
ing orders at $3.15 f. o. b. Eastport, but it is believed that 
within a short time all will come to the higher basis. The 
shortage of raw fish and the consequent relatively small pack 
is responsible for this condition. Some improvement in de- 
mand is noted, but it is difficult to secure liberal quantities in 
any grade. In foreign pack a few have arrived, but they are 
rather poor quality and do not sell readily to distributors after 
they get here. Importers point out that what is coming is the 
best obtainable, but that is not altogether reassuring to the 
man who wants good stock. 

Crab Meat.—The relatively small quantities which have 
recently arrived have been distributed and it is difficult to 
obtain more. The supply in Japan is light and it may be hard 
to fill orders. The market now is firm and tending upward, 
with demand rather advancing than otherwise. 

Tuna Fish.—The supplies which have come from Cali- 
fornia of late have been consumed almost as soon as they 
arrived and the trade is watiing for more. The fish grows in 
popularity each season and the quality of the offering was 
never as good as it is this fall. 

PICKED UP IN PASSING. 

Oysters canned in Japan are now on sale in California. 
The grade is extra select, of larger size and the cans are of 
American size for the five-ounce grade. Those cut are of good 
appearance and while the flavor is somewhat different from 
the American product, and may delay their popularity, it is 
not unpleasant and will scarcely long prevent their selling. 
Importers assert that Japanese oysters will eventually become 
an important item in the coast market. Five-ounce extra 
select are the only ones offered so far. Jobbers sell them at 
$1.25. 

Henry V. Seggerman, well known in the New York canned 
foods and grocery trade, now located at San Jose, Cal., is 
visiting his friends here after an interval of five years. 

One sale of 1,000 cases quarter-oil keyless sardines was 
reported during the week at $3.15 factory. The fish were 
packed near Portland and averaged sixteen or eighteen to the 
can. The same packers ,it is said, refused to to accept further 
orders at the same price. 

Information from Seattle is that a record catch of salmon 
is expected this year. The pack of the canneries west of 
Seward is estimated at 2,000,000 cases, or more. 

That pink salmon is becoming scarce was demonstrated 
this week, when an order for 15,000 cases could not be filled 
either for spot or future delivery.

Cowie, general eastern 
ireight agent of tne Hrie Raliroad, and R. G. Cook, another- 
omcial OL the same department. ‘hey went all over the dis- 
trict a few days ago and expressed surprise at its magnitude 
and the volume of business transacted there. 

M. A. Wilkinson, of W. A. Works & Co., Denver, Col., 
was a traae visitor in the canned tooas during the week. 
ie reports a good outlook tor the tall trade 1n his section. 

Une sale of 500 cases of Southern pack string beans was 
reported at svc, laid down here. Sids ot tactory have 
been declined on additionai lots of about the same size. 

Aavtices from a New York packer ot string beans say that 
the pack will run considerabiy beiow the average on ali 
grades. In some instances canners have been buying from 
others to fill a part of their contracts. 

Packers in Delaware and Maryland say tnat they have 
declined large orders on No. 3 tomatoes at 75c factory, and 
55c for No. zs. One packer writes that he doesn’t believe the 
entire pack will go to 60 per cent. of the average . 


John A. McGregor ,of McGregor, Montreal, was a trade 
visitor during the week. He says that the pack of No. 10 
apples in Canada this year will be larger than usual, owing to 
the plentiful supply and the cheapness of fresh fruit. Buyers 
a ta off until they know something more about the 
pack. 

William Groneweg, president of the Groneweg & Schoent- 
gen Company, leading wholesale grocers of Council Bluffs, 
lowa, has been in New York a few days during the week, 
looking over the general situation and renewing acquaintances 
with some of his old friends. 

Advices from Maui, Hawaii, are to the effect that growers 


are having great difficulty in getting their pineapples to the 
canneries. ‘the roads are in very bad condition and where 
in ordinary years one dollar a ton is asked for haulinig the 
fruit this year as high as $2.50 has been charged. It is hard 
to obtain transportation even at that figure. All growers are 
suffering more or less from rotting in the field, and the road- 
sides are strewn with the best of fruit thrown away to relieve 
overloaded horses. Because of the low prices paid by can- 
ners most growers are not attempting to market their second 
grade at all. This fruit brings only half the price of No. 1 in 
any year and probably less this season because of the excess 
which is available. 

Bids of 7744c on several thousand cases of No. 3 Maryland 
tomatoes were refused by one packer. The refusal declined to 
consider anything below 80c f. o. b. factory. 

C. V. Dorlan ,of-A. B. Trott & Co., Boston, was a buyer in 
the canned foods and grocery markets this week. 

Although opening prices on salmon were made only two 
weeks ago, the entire output is reported closely absorbed. In 
the cheaper grades almost nothing is left in first hands, and 
the available supply of Red Alaska left in packers’ hands is 
too small to be considered in casting about to see what is to 
be done to secure needed stocks. An advance in the near 
future is likely. Other varieties partake of much the same 
conditions. 

With reference to imported groceries, which includes 
such canned foods as usually come from abroad, arrivals are 
fast approaching a normal basis. Belgium can ship no sar- 
dines, since the government took almost everything there and 
then forbade the shipment of food stuffs. A few are coming 
from Spain, a few from Norway, but none from France. Hol- 
land is sending over a great quantity each week, and it is in- 
creasing. The main point is that the shipments of such ar- 
ticles, temporarily delayed, are getting back to normal again. 
Shortly receivers will scarcely know the difference. 

The Gorton-Pew Fisheries Company, of Boston, is plan- 
ning to increase its already extensive business by transferring 
its canning plant to Gloucester, where it will devote a much 
larger plant than it now operates to canning herring. 


Retailers are reported to have almost no stock, and ex- 
perts who have been over the ground look for a heavy increase 
in business as soon as they begin to buy. Holidays are ap- 
proaching, the season of the heaviest buying of the year, and 
regardless of the war raging abroad or the lugubrious pre- 
dictions of sage bankers here, the American housewife is going 
right on with her purchases quite as though nothing had dis- 
turbed the even tenor of business. And what is equally to 


the point, she is laying down the money to pay for her pur- 
chases. This should settle the question of business develop- 
ment in this country. HUDSON.

Bankers blocking all business by extortionate rates on money—Belated buyers of fancy 


corn for private labels left unsupplied—Salmon packers withdrawing from market 


—Notes of this market.

Chicago, September 18, 1914. 

General Conditions.—The general business situation in 
Chicago is virtually: unchanged, and is not at all satisfactory. 
The bank clearings are decreasing and the hoggish and ex- 
torionate bankers are still demanding seven and eight per 
cent. interst on commercial loans and I understand that one 
has to almost mortgage body and soul in order to get a loan 
even at the extortionate rates named. 

Instead of investigating the retail grocers to try to con- 
vict them of a conspiracy to advance the price of foods, it 
would seem more appropriate to suggest to the national gov- 
ernment that it investigate the banking ocnspiracy, and put 
a few of the conspirators where the dogs cannot bite them. 
They are the pets of the government and have been given about 
every thing they could think of in the way or privileges and 
favors by the present administration, and then when every- 
thing has been done for them except to actually turn the 
treasury over to them to do as they please with, they, when 


the government and people need their help, turn traitors to’ 


their duty and obligations of gratitude and conspire to ad- 
vance the rate of interest. Not only are they asking the 
highest rate that the law permits, but I understand that they 
are placing loans through brokers largely so that they can 
get a part of the brokers’ commission for securing the loan. 
The bank rates of the poor accursed countries that are en- 
gaged in murdering and destroying each other in Europe are 
all cheaper today than our bank rates. 

The business men of the country are getting heartily dis- 
gusted with the entire putrid banking system of this coun- 
try and their opinion is likely to be made known in the elec- 
tions. A more appropriate and prompter way, however, would 
be to let the opinions of the people be reflected in the grand 
jury rooms of the country. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The market for this article is with- 
out change from last week, and can be described only as de- 
void of interest. 

Canned Corn.—Several wholesale grocers who have de- 
layed in placing their orders for Extra Standard and Fancy 
canned corn for their own labels, have recently concluded to 
order even at the advanced prices, but have learned, much 
to their surprise and disgust, that the canners have sold all 
their prospective output and now have no goods to sell. I 
know of half a dozen such cases during two weeks past. 

Canned Apples.—The crop of apples everywhere is large 
and prices of the canned product are low for later delivery, 
but buyers cannot be persuaded to buy except for their small- 
est minimum requirements. 

Canned Salmon.—Every one seems to have fallen into line 
on the price of salmon and to have confirmed the orders. Not 
only is this so, but the packers in many instances are reported 
to have sold completely out of all grades and to have with- 
drawn from the market. It is rumored that the entire pack 
of pinks and chums has been bought for foreign account, that 
is to say the entire surplus or unsold portion of the pack has 
been taken for account of some foreign government. 

Canning News.—The Santa Cruz, (Cal.) Fruit and Olive 
Canning Company is working most busily on fine fruits. This 
company was fortunate or wise enough to contract for a full 
supply of sugar before the big advance. 

The Canning factories in Stone County, Missouri have 
been running night and day on the tomato crop. The crop 
this year is the largest ever produced. A few days during 


the season the business men of Galena, Stone County, closed 
their stores early and all went to the canning factory to work 
until after midnight, in order to help handle a very heavy 
run of deliveries of tomatoes made during the day. 

The tomato canneries of Amelia, Williamsburg, Newtons- 
ville, and Niamiville, Ohio, are handling lots of tomatoes this 
season and of a very fine quality. Late rains helped the crop 
very much. 

The new canning factory at Pleasant Grove, Utah, was 
completed a few days ago and is now operating on tomatoes. It 
is said to be the best equipped cannery in the State. 

The fig-growing and preserving industry in the vicinity 
of Houston, Texas, is increasing rapidly. As orchards come 
into bearing, new canneries are needed and are being erected 
to care for the rapidly increasing annual crop of figs in that 
vicinity. 


The cannery at Fremont, Nebraska, closed down this year 
after running on corn only four weeks, whereas preparation 
had been made to run eight weeks, or the same length of 
time as last year. The short crop of corn was occasioned by 
the drought. The entire output of the cannery is reported to 
be only about two thousand cases of canned corn. 


The town of Lindsay, Cal., is to have another cannery. The 
Randolph Canning Co. is now building a new cannery at that 
point on the site of the cannery which was destroyed by fire 
a few weeks ago. The new cannery will be larger and more 
modern than the one which was destroyed. 

A canning factory is projected at Stevensville, Mont., and 
is to be built with local capital without outside help. 


The Fame Canning Co., Tipton, Ind., had a heavy run on 
tomatoes and corn during early September, and employed all 
the force available and advertised for more. The crop of to- 
matoes in that vicinity was large and-of fine quality. 

The new cannery at Lisbon, North Dakota, started during 
early September on corn. It is said to be the only cannery in 
that big State. 


The Owosso Canning Co., (Mich.) recently reduced its 
capital stock from $40,000 to $30,000. 

The Rockwell City (Iowa) Canning Company has fin- 
ished its season pack of corn, having canned 24,000 cases, an 
average output, and of fine quality.

Middletown, N. J.—There is a movement to establish a 
cannery here to be controlled entirely by the farmers, who 
would place an expert in charge. The plant would only oper- 
ate when the markets were glutted and prices low. This sec- 
tion is very productive of fruits, vegetables and berries, and 
the proposition is being received favorably. Elmer J. Willett 
has taken the initiative in the matter. 


Morrisville, N. J.—One of the largest catsup factories in 
the country is being erected here by C. B. Ellin. The plant 
will be operated by electricity supplied by a plant at the fac- 
tory and the latest and most improved machinery will be in- 
stalled. Catsup will be the only article manufactured, but 
this will be handled on a very large scale. It is planned to 
pack about 3,000 barrels this year. Mr. Ellin also operates 
a horse hardish factory here. 
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Seattle Salmon Market 


Salmon market strong—Some canners have withdrawn from market—Desire to hold stocks 
rather than to sell—Shipping about normal again—Export business for August good 
—Fall canning promises to be heavy—Probable large Apple pack in Washington.

Seattle, September 18, 1914. 


The canned salmon market is strong. Brokers and pack- 
ers are authority that very nearly all orders have been con- 
firmed at opening prices, that is packers who are willing to 
move their fish at the going prices. A few packers have with- 
drawn their fish and, of course, in those cases buyers who had 
orders placed subject to approval of prices, have had to look 
elsewhere for their supplies. The market looks good to pretty 
nearly everybody and sales of Alaska Reds are reported to have 
been made on the basis of $1.50. In fact, some packers held 
for that figure in putting out their prices, notwithstanding 
that $1.45 was nearer the general opening quotation. Pinks 
seem to be exceptionally strong at or above opening prices. 
As a matter of fact a number of packers are endeavoring to 
scale down deliveries in order to hold as much of their fish 
as possible for higher values, which they seem to think are 
sure to come. However, packers who have had the experience 
declare that there is not so very much gained in holding a 
few months for higher prices when holding charges are con- 
sidered. There are always handling expenses, insurance and 
any number of things that cut in on the profits. 

So far as the transportation situation is concerned con- 
ditions are pretty nearly normal again. The British steamers 
are nearly all now operating on regular schedules. Insurance 
comes high, but there is a growing sentiment that it will not be 
long before this will adjust itself. 

Fish is arriving all the time from the north now, a number 
of cannery vessels have arrived and stocks are going into ware- 
houses at a lively rate. A number of vesseis are using this 
year for the first time the new city terminals. These facilities 
have not yet been completely finish, but the city has a lot of 
space available for the storage of salmon. 

August exports while not as heavy as during some previous 
months, were nevertheless comparatively heavy, breaking all 
records for the month. One of the interesting features was 
the fact that shipments to England refiected the filling up of 
that market and at the same time showed a big gain to the 
Philippine Islands. The shipments were well distributed for 
so late in the season. One thing that the shipments during the 
next twelve months are expected to show is a big gain in busi- 
ness with Australia. 

Australia was out of the running this past season for 
reasons known to everybody in the business. The month’s dis- 
tribution follows:

There is every indication that the fall fishing will be car- 
ried on extensively as a result of the good prices which are 
prevailing. The season opened on the Columbia River on 
September 10th, with all but one cannery operating. On 
Puget Sound the canneries are planning to do all they pos- 
sibly can. 


When the total cannery returns for the season are in, 
it will not be surprising if the final figures are considerably 
higher than early estimates. Conditions have changed so that 
the total pack will be changed quite a bit. While it is true 
that some of the canneries cannot change their plans much, 
still others are more flexible. Then, too, the hugh pack of 
red fish in Western Alaska will swell the totals enormously. 
There are those who state that they would not be surprised 
if the pack comes close to the 7,000,000 cases level. This figure 
is probably too high but the 5,500,000 case estimates made in 
July are way low as everybody is now willing to admit. 

Berries.—W. H. Paulhamus, president of the Sumner and 
Puyallup Fruit Growers’ Association, has issued a letter to 
fruit growers in the State in which he advises that the com- 
panies’ canneries will be operated as long as possible. He 
urges the growers to ship all the blackberries they can pos- 
sibly obtain. As a result of the shutting off of the European 
demand for Washington and Oregon apples, apples promise to 
be much cheaper this year than usual and the association is 
planning to add materially to its pack of apples. Mr. Paul- 
hamus is advising growers to ship as many apples as possible 
to the cannery. The association has put up more peaches than 
had been expected as a result of the low prices which pre- 
vailed for the raw fruit. Peaches have been obtained at as 
low as $8.50 per ton. “SALMON.”

Fruit canning ending—Larger pack than usual—Going after South American 


trade—Pear contracts will be filled in full—Tomato packing on but output 
promises to be short of last year—Salmon arriving in large lots—Coast Notes.

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San Francisco, Cal., September 18, 1914. 


Fruit Canning Ending.—The fruit canning season in Cali- 
fornia is rapidly coming to an end, although operations will 
be continued on a few varieties of pears and peaches for sev- 
eral weeks. However ,the bulk of the pack is now in the cans 
and some plants have even closed down, preferring to ship 
what fruit they have contracted for to other establishments 
and thus concentrate operations. The fruit pack of California 
will prove to be a very large one when definite figures are 
made public by canners, conditions having been very satisfac- 
tory for a large output. The crop has been one of the largest 
ever harvested in the history of the State, last season’s pack 
was almost completely off the market when operations com- 
menced this year, and the early demand, both domestic and 
foreign was heavy. Canners made heavy purchases of raw 
stock early in the season and prepared for as large a pack as 
their facilities and finances permitted. The cherry and apricot 
pack had been completed when war broke out in Europe and 
the effects of this disturbance has been felt most strongly in 
operations on other varieties, notably peaches and pears. A 
few packers were compelled to reduce their estimated output, 
owing to the change in the financial situation, Dut taken as a 
whole it is doubtful if the war has caused any marked change 
in the extent of the pack. Dried fruit suffered a decline in 
price and the market for green fruit was curtailed, throwing 
large lots of raw stock on the market at prices, much lower 
than prevailed early in the season. Packers who were facing 
a loss on export shipments, seized the opporunity to recoup 
and purchased quite heavily of low priced fruit. Some recent 
sales of Philip clings in the Fresno district will illustrate the 
great decline in the prices of raw stock. Fancy grades that 
sold a few weeks ago at $30 and higher, were disposed of by 
growers at $12 and $15. 

To Get South American Trade.—The establishment of 
commercial agencies in Central and South America is now be- 
ing planned by several large business houses of San Francisco 
as a part of the campaign for an expansion of trade with the 
nations of the south. The foreign trade department of the 
Chamber of Commerce is assisting in the movement and a 
number of canners and brokers have already become interested 
in the proposition. There are many exporters here who could 
do quite a business with the west coast of South and Cen- 
tral America, yet not sufficient to warrant the sending of a 
special representative there to secure the orders, nor could 
the business be financed in all cases if secured, as many import- 
ers will have to be carried over from three to six months. To 
help such firms as these the commercial agencies are being 
established. These agencies will be in charge of experienced 
men who can speak the language, know the customs and who 
can look up the financial standing of prospective customers. 

Full Deliveries on Pears.—The California Fruit Canners’ 
Association advises that it expects to be able to make full de- 
liveries on Bartlett Pears ,except on seconds. Peach packing 
is still under way at a number of its plants, and a full delivery 
is expected on all grades. A number of withdrawals have re- 
cently been made necessary, including the following: No. 2% 
Standard Bartlett Pears, No. 10 Standard Apricots, including 
peeled and sliced, No. 10 Standard Black Cherries, No. 10 
Standard Raspberries, No. 10 Extra Strawberries and No. 10 
Pie Strawberries, all grades of String Beans, both No. 2% and 
No. 10 Standard Tomatoes with Puree, and No. 10 Solid Pack 
Tomatoes. 


Tomatoes.—The packing of tomatoes is under way, but 
the early reports are not very satisfactory. The acreage in 
the section around San Francisco Bay is about the same as 
last year, but the crop is ripening later and in some districts 
promises to be lighter than usual. The Pacific Pea Packing 
Company planned to operate its Oakdale plant on tomatoes this 
season, but the blight and worms have so seriously injured 
the crop in that section that there has not been sufficient left 
for packing in paying quantities. About two hundred acres 
of tomatoes had been planted for the cannery. The extent of 
the pack depends largely upon weather conditions during the 
next month. In case there are no rains or frost it is possible 
that the pack may equal that of last year, but the indications 
are not entirely promising. 

Salmon.—During the last week no less than twenty ves- 
sels of the Alaska salmon fleet have arrived at the port of San 
Francisco, with a combined cargo of approximately 750,000 
eases of canned fish. Eleven of these vessels belonged to the 
Alaska Packers’ Association, the rest being divided among the 
Alaska Salmon Company, the North Alaska Salmon Company, 
Peter M. Nelson, F. B. Peterson, the Naknek Packing Company 
and B. H. Tieejtn. Most of these are still in the stream, but 
a number are unloading and the delivery of salmon to do- 
mestic buyers has commenced. From the figures now avail- 
able it would seem that the pack this year has been of good 
size, being a record breaker in some districts. The pack on the 
Nushagak River i sestimated at 546,200 cases, divided as fol- 
lows: Columbia River Packers’ Association, 65,000; Alaska 
Salmon, Company, 41,000; Alaska-Portland Packers’ Associa- 
tion, 90,200; Alaska Packers’ Association, two canneries, 213,- 
000; Libby, McNeil & Libby, 60,000; Northwestern Fisheries, 
55,000; North Alaska Salmon Company, 40,000. It is esti- 
mated that the total pack of the plants west of Seward will be 
about 2,400,000 cases. The output of the Alaska Packers’ As- 
sociation at Naknek is estimated at 330,000 cases, and if this 
is correct it will mean that the pack there has been the great- 
est on record. At Koggiung the association made a pack of 
about 170,000 cases. 

Coast Notes.—The Los Molinos Canning and Shipping Co. 
is planning to rebuild its plant at Los Molinos, Cal., recently 
destroyed by fire. 

Libby, McNeill & Libby are planning the erection of addi- 
tional buildings at the cannery at Sacramento, Cal., and will 
install equipment for handling olives that will cost in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. 

Grinnell Burt and associates are preparing to erect an 
Olive pickling and canning plant at Palermo, Cal., to cost about 
$10,000. 

The cannery of the California Fruit Canners’ Association 
at Hanford, Cal., has been closed for the season, after the 
longest steady run the plant has ever had there. 

G. M. Enich and N. J. Kugles, owners of the South Coast 
Cannery Company, are planning to erect a large tuna canning 
plant at Long Beach, Cal. 

The Stuart cannery at Seabright, Cal., 1s now operating 
on tomatoes and in November will pack olives. Mr. A. V. 
— announces that an addition to the plant is contem- 
plated. 


Vernon Campbell, of Tulare, aCl., is investigating the 
proposition of establishing a cannery at Dinuba. 

H. E. MacConaughey, special representative of the Dem- 
ing & Gould Co., of Chicago, and formerly with the Central 
California Canneries, is making a short stay in San Francisco 
on business.

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CANNED FOOD WEEK, NOVEMBER 
2nd to 7th, 1914 


The industry will not soon forget the magnificent National 
Canned Foods Week, held March 31st to April 5th, 1913, and 
which was participated in by canners, jobbers and retailers 
under the supervision of the National Canners’ Association. 
The spirit shown in helping along this movement, on that 
occasion, was even better than might have been expected for 
a first attempt, and it is pleasant to recall that every man who 
took a part in the occasion was well pleased with the way 
it was handled and with the results accomplished.

Aside from the committees appointed by the wholesale grocers 
aud the canners the men who bore the brunt of the campaign 


were John A. Lee, managing director; Albert N. Merritt, of 
the Grocers’ Exchange, Chicago, and Stephen Hart, chairman 
of the canners’ committee. When, however, the question was 
raised last fall, as to the advisability of holding another Na- 
tional Canned Foods Week in 1914, it was found the whole- 
sale and retail grocers were most enthusiastic, but that the 
canners were rather apathetic, a complete reversal of the first 
occasion. ‘The reason for this, on the part of the canners, 
was that they had had a rather poor year, for while the boom 
given canned foods by the Canned Foods Week earlier in the 
year had succeeded in moving the goods, prices ruled uniformly 
low. And the association was busy on other important work, 
and the decision was ‘therefore made to pass over this year. 
The wholesalers and retailers were loud in their efforts to 
induce the canners to hold another week this year, urging 
that the movement be not dropped. 

Taking advantage of this feeling in the industry Mr. S. 
W. Roth ,editor of both “The Wholesale Grocer” and of “The 
Retailers’ Journal,’ two of the best papers of their kind in 
the country, decided to put on a Canned Foods Week on his 
own account for the benefit and with the assistance of his 
readers. In this respect he says, in an open letter in The 
Wholesale Grocer for September: 


“TI am going to quite a considerable expenaiture of time 
and money to initiate and promote “Canned Foods Week,” No- 
vember 2 to 7, 1914. 


My reason for doing so is because I know that the event 
was greatly helpful to retail grocers last year (1913), and be- 
cause many of them have requested me to do what we can to 
organize and initiate it in 1914.

This is certainly commendable work, and Editor Roth 
is entitled to the gratitude of all canners; but he should have 
more. He should be ably assisted by all producers of canned 
foods, as well as by the distributors. His selection of the 
early fall—November 2nd to 7th—is a, most wise one in our 
opinion, as it is at the. very time when all good housewives 
look to the stocking of their larders for the coming winter. 
The retailer can then say to the customer, ‘lay in a few cases 
(not cans) of these staples so that you will always have them 
ready at hand,’ and he will be listened to, as there will be 
no fresh goods coming in conflict with the buyer’s ideas. And 
more than this, events have developed to. make this occasion 
particularly interesting, for the European war will throw de- 
mand upon canned foods in increasing amounts as the summer 
fruits and vegetables disappear and winter approaches. They 
will be largely the food of the people through the high prices 
of meats and the scarcity of ordinary cheap foods, such as 
beans, dried fruits, etc., and there will be accordingly an 
added interest in canned foods from people who have been 
prejudiced against them. This the Canned Foods Week will 
go a long way to answer and to make new and extensive con- 
sumers. The outlook for the ultimate success of the move 
could hardly be brighter,

THE GOVERNMENT'S VIEW ON REAL FRUIT JELLY AND 
GOOD MARMALADE. 


Real fruit jelly must ‘‘jell’’ because of the fruit juice in 
it and not because gelatin has been added to it, according to 
a recnt government opinion under the food and drug act. This 
ruling states that a product thickened by gelatin can not prop- 
erly be labeled as fruit jelly but must indicate by its name its 
true character. The official definition of jelly on which this 
opinion is based is “jelly is the sound semisolid, gelatinous 
product made by boiling clean, sound, properly matured and 
prepared fresh fruit with water, concentrating the expressed 
and strained juice, to which sugar (sucrose) is added, and 
conforms in name to the fruit used in its preparation.” 

Marmalade is harder to define and government experts 
are now investigating the subject with a view to determining 
proper standards for products of this character. The propor- 
tions originally laid down were 45 pounds of fruit to 55 pounds 
of sugar. It was found impracticable, however, to make a sat- 
isfactory product that would conform absolutely to this re- 
quirement and the question is being studied further. In the 
meantime no action will be taken by the Government against 
marmalade that is made from clean, properly matured and pre- 
pared fresh fruit and sugar, even if the proportions vary some- 
what from the standard already stated. 


WAR BENEFIT TO SOUTH 


Enormous Increase in Value of Staple Crops of Two 
Southern States. 


In one way the war in Europe has been of distinct ad- 
vantage to the South, the great increase in value of staple 
products of that section since the war begun having been phe- 
nomenal. In two States alone, Louisiana and Mississippi, the 
senational advance in prices has had the effect of increasing 
the value of three products to practically double the original 
estimates. 

Before the war started the sugar crop of Louisiana was 
estimated at $14,000,000, while at present quotations it is 
worth over $28,000,000. The rice crop, now being harvested, 
shows an increase of $4,000,000, and the advance in molasses 
quotations show a gain of $2,500,000. In Mississippi the total 
increase in the value of farm products is about $17,000,000. 
This is exclusive of cotton, which at the present time is at a 
low price.—lInterstate Grocer.

BALTIMORE, MD. 
Baltimore, Md., September 19th, 1914. 


Developments this week in the tomato market were in- 
teresting to the canner chiefly because his product cost him 
as much money to manufacture as in any previous week of the 
season, while the demand was less than it was last week. To 
the jobber the developments were especially interesting be- 
cause of the uncertainty concerning the daily movements of the 
market prices with a leaning toward a lower range of quota- 
tions at the close of the week. It is noticeable, however, 
that there are ready buyers for any well-known brands that can 
be purchased at a shade less than those brands have been 
selling for. It is a fact worth mentioning that the fluctuations 
in the market prices for tomatoes this season, so far, have 
not exceeded, say, .05 per dozen, up or down, notwithstanding 
the disturbing world news of the day, a record that has not 
often been equaled, which is considered to be a fair illustration 
of the intrinsic value of the goods. 

The weather conditions have been favorable this week 
for the tomato crop, but the yield per acre has not increased 
and the price per bushel has not declined. At this time in the 
season the storage capacity of every cannery is taxed to the 
limit ,and rather than haul the goods to a public warehouse 
the canners are disposed to make a concession in price equal 
to the expense of handling and storage. That gives us an 


opportunity to pick up some tomatoes at a shade under the. 


going prices, which is the case at this time. Unless everyone 
who knows anything about it is mistaken, the pack up to this 
date is much less than it was up to the same date last year, 
and the canning season is now half over. By all the rules of 
the game there should be a stronger market ahead, but the 
future is censored, like the news from abroad, and each one 
is free to guess what is coming. 

Corn continues to be strong in this market, though it was 
less active this week. String beans are firm and ought to im- 
prove in price before long. Sweet potatoes were in demand 
this week, and the price advanced on unfavorable crop re- 
ports. Better buying of spinach in small lots is using up the 
light stocks here. In the other lines of vegetables there was 
nothing doing outside of the daily run of small assorted or- 
ders for them. 


Pie peaches and seconds peaches continue to be fairly 


active, and the former advanced this week. Pears are arriv- 
ing but not in the usual large quantities, and the crop is re- 
ported to be light. There are more apples coming here, and 
the present prices look attractive, but the demand for them 
is small, as yet. Pineapples are strong, too, because the stocks 
held here are the smallest in years for this time in the season. 
Blackberries was the only article in small fruits that showed 
any life this week. 

Cove oysters continue to be firm as to prices, with light 


demand.

Considering the fact 
that none of the packers have been able to make full time— 
some not half time—the cost of packing is therefore propor- 
tionately increased and no packer can figure any profit what- 
ever at 75c. The better class of packers are unwilling to sell 
at this price, and prefer to take their chances on the market 
later on. We quote good reliable packing at 7744a80c for 3s, 
57%a60c. for 2s, and $2.35a2.40 for 10s f. 0. b. factory. 

Corn.—There is nothing new to report in the situation 
on corn. The packers are still busy getting their future or- 
ders filled and most of them are still out of the market.

LOUISIANA OYSTER REGULATIONS. 
All Oysters of That State Must Be So Labelled. 


After an exhaustive and harmonious discussion between 
the Louisiana Conservation Commission and representatives 
of the oyster trade, the commission adopted rules and 
regulations for the government of oyster fishing during the 
season of 1914-15. The commission announced that these rules, 


which the oyster fishermen agreed were reasonable, will be 
strictly but impartially enforced. 


Representatives of the oyster trade attending the confer- 
ence were: 


J. B. Fasterling, Buras; Jos. Hingle, Empire; Julian 
Labat, Houma;; T. G. Price, New Orleans; C. Michel, New 
Orleans; W. J. Lorance, Morgan City; Alcee Duet, Bayou 
Lafourche, and Joseph Yurazich, Buras. 

Following are the regulations adopted ,which apply es- 
pecially to the territory east of the Mississippi River: 

1. Granting only to Louisiana concerns permission to 
fish and remove oysters from the water bottoms of the State, 
and then only through written application ,on blank forms 
furnished by this commission. 

2. The establishment of a port of entry at Dunbar, La., 
where all independent Louisiana boats must pay the privilege 
tax before disposing of their cargo to other than a Louisiana 
concern. 

3. The zone in which dredging can be done ,as au- 
thorized in section 16 of Act No. 54 of 1914, shall be outlined 
and strictly adhered to. 

4. An inspector to be stationed at Biloxi, Miss., to keep 
a check on and report violations along the Mississippi coast. 

5. To be made compulsory to mark all oysters, whether 
shipped raw, in shells, or canned, ‘‘Louisiana product.” 

6. To enforce the law through the inspectors and a 
proper patrol fleet in the Louisiana marsh and on the Louis- 
iana-Mississippi boundary line, and the prosecution of all vio- 
lations. 


The zone allowed for dredging during the season of 1914 
is as follows: 

Nigger Lake, Lake Fortuna, Lake Athanasio, Drum Bay
